McGILL OPPOSES MOVE TO EXPELL 




Varsity 
Supports 
Scholarships 

Toronto — (CUP) — Tho Tor- 
onto Students' Administrative 
Council bas unanimously passed 
recently the motion that .«11 stu- 
dent organizations in all colleges 
and faculties ot tbo University 
be asked to place themselves pub 
llely on record in support ot Im- 
mediate establishment ot a nut 
tonal system ot scholarships and 
bursaries. The motion Included 
the resolution to urgently request 
the Government ot Canada to put 
theso recommendations into et 
teot, and to communicate tbe res 
olutlon to tho Prime Minister ot 
Canada. 

The purpose behind tbe motion 
Is to acquaint the student body 
with the details ot the Massey 
Report and to create student In 
terest in this question. In this 
programme ot passing resolu- 
tions, each faculty and college 
will discuss the resolution. Tbe 
students will have the opportu 
nlty to show their interest and 
support. 

Last year a delegation from 
the National Federation ot Can 
adlan University Students (NF 
CUS) met with the Prime Minist- 
er to discuss the implementation 
ot the scholarship clauses in the 
Massey Report. No conclusive de 
elslon iras reached. 

Mr. St. Laurent said that with 
the taxation problem such as it 
wag, It was Impossible to do any- 
thing more at present. Ho also 
said that there was a difficulty 
of setting up a board of admlnls 
tratton, because certain provinces 
were wary ot accepting Federal 
aid. 

It was believed that one reason 
for the failure of the delegates 
wbs the lack of solid student sup 
port on the campuses. Also there 
was not adequate preliminary 
preparation. By such actions as 
the student resolutions, it is 
hoped that future efforts will be 
more successful. In February, the 
National Office ot NFCUS Is plan 
ning a country-wide campaign 
This Is intended to build to 
peak, public Interest concerning 
these scholarships. Then a brief 
will be presented to the Federal 
government.

Tho ten-thousand word article 
of Toronto medical student John 
Lofft tells tho strange story of 
six weeks behind the Iron Curtain 
as delegate to a Communlst-spon- 
Bcred Student Peace Festival. 

"Tim marchers near us could 
hardly bcllovo their ears. At* 
ter several blocks I tried to 
step out ot the parade. Two 
soldiers and a elvlllnn wearing 
an armband closed ranks on me 
and pushed mo back Into the 
street" 

Lofft continued his Independ- 
ent observations through the sat- 
ellite countries of Hungary, Rum- 
anla, Poland and Czechoslovakia: 

BUCHAREST^ "A Rumanian 
medical student told me that for 
two months tho city's rationing 
had been tightened, so that there 
would bo plenty ot food ... to 
eliminate queues. The week after 
the festival the flags ot the West 
ern nations disappeared . . . and 
big red stars went up on all pub 
lie buildings." 



WARSAW: "The most bombed 
city I had seen ... I paid eighty 
cents for a London Times, but a 
thick volume by Stalin on The 
Problems ot Leninism would be 
had for fifty centB." 

Lofft stated that ninety ont 
ot a hundred people spoko 
ngalnst the government. "They 
objected principally to the Inck 
of freedom, of speech and mov- 
ement, the restrictions Imposed 
on a man's business and per- 
sonal life, and the end products 
of Communism; shortage of 
food, of proper housing, of con- 
sumer goods. Most Just didn't 
like living under totalitarian 
Ism."

Miss Hilde Marx ot New York, 
and authoress ot a number ot sev- 
eral volumnes poetry, noted 
recltallst, will present her "One- 
Woman Show" at Hlllel House, 
Sunday evening at 8 p.m.

MIbs Hilde Marx, while still In 
school, and shortly before Hitler 
forced her to leave Germany, re- 
ceived the distinguished "Jean 
Paul Prize of Literature" of her 
native town Bayreuth, the Rich- 
ard Wagner city. While still stu- 
dying at Berlin University she 
was awarded "First Prize of Lit- 
erature" of the Berlin Jewish 
Community. She worked as a Jour- 
nalist, wrote poems and short 
stories. She made a living by act- 
ing, reciting and lecturing, first 
all over Germany, later In many 
European countries. She came to 
tbo U.S. In 1938, and has since 
then become a citizen.

Master Marauders from the Quebec-Ontario Football Con- 
ference! The University's position on the gridiron contro- 
versy was made public yesterday afternoon by a statement 
released by the Chairman of McGill's Athletic Board. 

Reiterating McGill's stand at last week's league executi- 
ve meeting in Toronto, the statement made it clear that the 
Athletics Board "does not believe that sufficiently valid rea- 
sons exist for dropping McMaster from the Conference sche- 
dule in 1954." 



At tho Toronto meeting McGill's 
representative, Dr. J.B. Kirk pa- 
trick, cubt tho only dissenting 
vote as the other Union delogutcs 
(from Queen's, Toronto and 
Western) moved to oust the Ha- 
milton university from senior 
football ranks. 

Mudo Respectable Showing 
Tbo Athletics Board releaso 
went on to say that "tho purpoHC 
of Intercollegiate Athletics should 
be to foster competition between 
all members of the Union, at 
whatever level they cau show 
themselves able to field a worthy 
team." Although tho Macs In 
their first season in senior com- 
pany lost all six of their con- 
ference gomes, they did make a 
respectable showing.

The two main reasons ad- 
vanced for their action bj 
Quean's, Toronto nnd Western 
wcro Hint tho MnrnudorB 
proved to bo n poor drawing ' 
card at the box office, and that 
a flvo team league- disrupted 
trndltiotial home and home- 
games. 

In tho opinion ot McGill, how-, 
ever, tho combined effect ot tele- 
vision, competition from profes- 
sional teams, and a tightening of 
public pursestrings accounted for 
the general recession in league 
attendance rather than the pre- 
senco of the McMaster squad. 
Moreovor, it waB felt that the dis- 
ruption of home and homo games 
"Is not an adequate reason for 
dropping a team which was ad- 
mitted last year with tho full 
knowledgo that this disruption 
would occur." Furthermore Mc- 
Gill suggested that It was not im- 
possible to draft a five team 
schedule which would "meet the 
main objections to that played In 
1353." 

"Appreciate McGill's Stand" 
After tho decision to oust them 
last week, tho Marauders' Athle- 
tics Director Ivor Wynne cabled 
the Daily that he considers tho 
uctlou "unconstitutional" and

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An Unfortunate Precedent 



We arc almost tempted to wish that 
McMastcr's last minute drive had succeed- 
ed, so that they might have tied their hist 
game with McGill. Then, perhaps, we might 
have been spared the unfortunate perform- 
ance now going on in the councils of the 
intercollegiate league executive. 

The last pass was knocked down, how- 
ever, and -McMastcr has had to leave the 
field defeated and switch from football to 
.-the infinitely more complicated tactics of 
the conference table. She is now fighting

in the league. We feel that much credit is 
due to the McGill Athletics Board for .their 
. decision to support the underdog Maraud-

the expulsion marks a complete reversal of 
their stand last year, when they voted una- 
nimously for MeMaster's admission into 
the senior league. Yet their arguments are 
not new ones; they were all considered be- 
fore McMastcr was accepted.

cd around the new schedule and its financ- 
ial disadvantages. Queen's proposed the idea 
on the grounds that she expects to lose 
heavily if Toronto does not play at Kings- 
ton next year, as would happen under the 
five team schedule. Varsity feels the same 
way about not having Western at Toronto. 

The real complaint is simpler: McMas- 
tcr's losing streak last season has made 
them a box-office liability, according to the 
other Ontario colleges. So with question- 
able legality and unquestionable bad taste, 
the Ontario colleges have voted McMaster 
out. They have given no reason that was 
not also a reason for refusing the applica- 
tion in the first place. The schedule about 
which they complain was agreed upon last 
year, and McMastcr's poor season was not 
unusual for a team's first year in a senior 
league. 

If success (in terms of box-office re- 
ceipts) is to become a condition of league 
membership, McGill's own position is none 
too secure. Queen's, also, may have cause 
to regret the precedent which she has 
helped to make.

Against Memory Tests 



j Dear Sir, 

At the time of writing I have, like so many 
' others, only recently finished writing mid-term 
' exams, and once more one stops to think just 
what tlio purpose of these can conceivably be. 

- Granted that some form of examination li a 
i necessary evil. It seems to me to be encumbent 
. upon the college authorities to make them as 

- beneficial to the student as possible Instead of 
t a chore and a source of mental anguish to pro- 
; lessor and student alike. 

I would suggest that one can have a very 
real understanding of the fundamental basis of 
__the subject (be it Arts or Science, or what yon 
will) together with a consuming Interest, and 
still not bo able to pass the examination, simply 
because one lias not learnt, parrot fashion, the 
notes that one has taken or has not committed 
to memory great chunks out of. the text book. 
, It seems to mo that a great deal of time and 
money would he saved If H.A.'s. It.Sc.'s and the 
like w\2re handed out on the successful complet- 
ion of a memory test, a satnplo of which can bo 
obtained from tho Psychology department. 
Constructive thinking in the Interpretation of 
the knowledge that one hns collected Is t.ot rc> 
quired In an examination, but rather the number 
of facts that one can put down out of one's notes 
or the text-book. 

Why shouldn't mm he allowed to take Into ail 
examination room just as many books as one can 

. carry? The racls will he of little use as such 
when one leaves college, and most of them win 
be forgotten in ten years time anyway, but the 

* ability to be able to relate the relevant principles 
to what I» possibly a new or different problem 
to,. that which one has seen before Is something 
which will deternilno wh'ethcr one has derised 



any benefit from one's education. 

Of course, like so many arguments, this can 
easily be reduced -to a "rcducto ad absurdum," 
If one Immediately Jumps to tho other extreme 
and says that a student needs to know no facts 
whatever, but at college level at least, one docs 
hope that tn exam will test one's reasoning on 
the basis of an understanding of tho subject, and 
not a minute and detailed catalogue or ready- 
reference fo the text-book. 

Dr. Hilda Ncatby, of the University of Sas- 
katchewan and only woman member of the Mass- 
oy Commission, must have had something similar 
in mind when she said: "The bored 'graduates' 
of elementary and high schools are unaware of 
the joy of achievement. Theso intellectual leaders 
of the future literally cannot read, write, or 
think. They nro ignorant, lazy and unnwaro of 
the exacting demnnds of a society from the reali- 
ties of which they havo been carefully Insulated." 

I suppose it must bo admitted that there are 
•iiiilo a number of students who are nulle content 
to obtain their label at the end of tho required 
three or four years with the minimum of Intel- 
lectual exercise, Just as long as their mental 
stagnation varies with theslze of their bank 
balance, and therefore also with their social 
prestige, but 1 don't see that this docs anything 
to cnhnn:c the nnme of tho University, still less 
is it of any real benefit cither to the graduato 
or the employer. 

The education world, however, must still be 
convinced of the nsefullncss of exams, in their 
present form, or they wouldn't make such wide 
use of them. 

I should bo very grateful tn nnyono who 
would he able to let me know what this was.

Behind the Curtain 

An Interview With a Former 

1 

Resident of the USSR 

, by Alexis Trouborxkoy 

Mr. Tvanoff, a citizen of the Soviet Union until 19-15, left his native country in 
1913, receding with the tide of retreating Germans who had occupied the Ukraine, his 
homeland, until that time. Now, having immigrated into Canada under the auspices of 
UNIlliA, Mr. Ivanoff resides in Montreal, and is employed by a prominent manufacturer 
of building materials. Before relating a brief sketch of his horror-filled life behind the 
Iron Curtain, Mr. Ivanoff answers in the following paragraphs questions on lile in the 
Soviet Union. . 



Q.— Klrst of nil, Sir. Ivan- 
off, how Is it Hint you are now 
In Canada'.' 

A.— In IfJ-iS, Just before the 
(■'ei'iimns retreated from (ho 
Ukraine, which they had occu- 
pied some tiute.l, like hundreds 
of other young men, was sent 
to (•'criuaii.v by Hitler's army 
as a fnctory workman. After 
Hie Na/.i surrender on Mn J" 7, 
KM."), It hccuiiio obvious to tho 
majority of us who were forced 
to leave our native laud that a 
return back to the lion Cur- 
tain was most unapiivulinc;. 1 
petitioned to U.VItltA, which In 
1017 scut mo to England, and 
in 1031! I migrated to Canada. 
Q. — Exactly whero did you live 
in the Soviet Union? 

A. — I lived on a farm about 
twenty miles from Kharkov, tlvc 
second largest city of tho Ukrai- 
ne, a region of South-western 
U.S.S.R. 

Q. — Would you mind answer- 
ing a few questions on life in the 
Soviet Union? 

A. — Certainly , , . go ahead. 
EDUCATION 

Q.— First of all, what was the 
school system like In the vicinity 
of where you lived? 

A. — There were slate schools 
that were open to all, and attend- 
ance was compulsory iu the first 
eight grades. There the pupils 
were taught tlvc same subjects 
as are given in Canadian schools, 
but Instead of French Language, 
German and Ukrainian were re- 
quired. History courses extended 
from -the Jloman Empire to con- 
temporary U.S.S.lt. In grades 10, 
11 and 12, a course on Commun- 
ist Party History was a required 
subject. 

Q.— , . . and the university 
system? 

A. — Like McfJIll, unlvcr&l- 
lies were opened to anyone who 
Hun able to meet set academic 
requirements. Prior to the last 
World War, all students were 
granted scholarships, but I un- 
derstand that after tho war 
such financial aid was awarded 
to honour students only. 
KEMGION 
Q. — Dose religious instruction 
exist for Soviet children? 

A. — Of courso not. . . the 
Communists teaching, as most 
people probably know, Is that 
"religion is the opiate of the 
people", and that God is a mcdl- 
ocro invention of bourgeois 
countries, tho governments of 
which instituted this silly belief 
I order to scare tho pcoplo into 
obedience. Great youth clubs ex- 
ist called the "Organization of 
Anti-God," all members of which 
aro greatly privileged. 

Q. — Hut dors religious in- 
struction by tho older genera- 
tions who stilt remember Czar- 
1st times cxlsl? 

A. — Yes. Such Instruction 
docs exist, cspcrlnlly in rural 
regions where ono is nblo lo 
talk n bit more, freely. How- 
ever, If tile children who re- 
eclvo such instruction aro 
caught with a cross, or arc 
found praying, they would be 
disgraced and mnde the laugh- 
ing-stock or (ho school by the 
teachers. Naturally children 
shy from any religious instruc- 
tion. 

Q. — Do any churches exist? 

A. — The greater portion of 
Churches havo been "liquidated" 
(a favourite Soviet term) by the 
Communists. The few Churches 
that escaped destruction aro In 
large cities where the congrega- 



tions (tlicro are a few but very 
large) aro comparatively richer 
for the Stalo imposes unbeliev- 
ably high taxes upon tho "par- 
ish." During tho Revolution of 
1917 and tho years immediately 
following it most of tho clergy 
were porsîcutcd, nnd now there 
is a new clergy of courso well 
versed in Communist Doctrine. 
Numerous Churches havo been 
converted Into taverns, Army 
club houses, - grain bins, and 
theatres. All religious articles 
having been burned and the 
crosses on top of the cupolas 
having been replaced by Hcd 
Stars,.

Q. — AVI fh Church activity at 
n minimum, how docs one get 
married '.' 

A. — .Marriage was quite sim- 
ple, Indeed. If both parlies con- 
cerned agreed to the union, the 
couple went to n innrrlngc bur- 
eau, registered, paid three rou- 
bles, nnd, with no witnesses to 
the registration, left the office 
as man nnd wife. 

Q. — And divorce — how docs 
one go about It? 

A. — Divorce, loo, was equal- 
ly simple. Ilut tho pari)' re- 
questing the separation had lo 
pay fifty roubles. A second 
illvorco cost one hundred rou- 
bles. 

EXTENT A I N.M KNT 
Q. — Wlint entertainment was 
available to the Soviet citizen? 

A. — In the larger towns there 
were cheap movio bouses avail- 
able to all at a very low cost, but 
most entertainment was found In 
opera, theatre, concerts, and bal- 
let. Sporting events, too, were 
very popular. Opera and hallcl, 
the main public attractions, were 
aud arc of the very best caliber, 
being subsidized by the State. In 
the country wo had little time for 
such luxury, nnd besides, wo had 
to travel quite some time to get 
to an opera house or cinema. 

Q. — Was radio a commonplace 
thing? 

A; — In 1913, thcro were two 
types of radio sets: the first wait 
llko the receiver in your home; 
that Is, a wireless capable, of 
reaching most any operating sta- 
tion In tho vicinity. This typo was 
allowed by license only, and these 
were Issued exclusively to top of- 
ficials at a great price. Tho more 
common receiver was tho second 
type. This was a set Hint was 
wired to the ono local station 
which either broadcast Its own 
program, or passed on a program 
from Hatlio Moscow, This onc- 
statlou radio could bo found in 
most every Soviet home.

A. — Vca ami no. In the So- 
viet Union I knew, there was 
always a shortage of consumer 
goods. Essential foodstuffs such 
as bread, meats, somo vege- 
tables, ami sweets could he ob- 
tained quite easily. Cigarettes 
and vodka, too, were obtainable 
without trouille, but clothing, 
hardware, Jewelry, and tho like 
were a scarcity. Goods such as 
these could be found on rare 
occasion nt Irregular limes. 
When n rumour got about it 
village or town that a certain 
store would have — say bicycles 
on Saturday, — people would 
gnthcr about the doors on Krl- 
dny morning, and oricn three- 
block queues would have been 
formed by the nrrivnl of the 
shipment to tho store. Of 
course, only n small portion of 
the people would bo fortunate 
enough to purchase a bicycle, 
there being but a limited num- 
ber nvailnble. Card • holding 
CnniniiinMs (thcro worn very- 
few) nnd members of (lie N.K.- 
V.D. (the Slat:* secret police) 
bail their own stores nt which 
they could buy most, nnythlns 
nt anytime. Speculators nnd 
black marketeers prospered 
beyond description.

Q. — What was life for a towns- 
man, say a factory worker ? 

A. — Life for a factory worker 
was quite miserable. In 1910 a 
"New Law" was Instituted by 
which : I ) no .worker was allow- 
ed to change Ills' Job without the 
permission of tho State; 2) the 
State reserved tho right to move 
any worker to whatever position 
It wished; and 3) working hours 
wero clearly slated, and punish- 
ments for not complying to those 
hours, too, were clearly put forth. 
Theso penal tic. were somewhat 
like this: for a 15-miniiio tardi- 
ness a worker faced court action 
and a heavy fine; a second of- 
fender received a five or six 
month prison term, or was dis- 
missed from his office; absolutely 
no excuses whatsoever wero ac- 
ceptable.
